Attached please find an updated Vantem Temporary Housing presentation for the 
North Bay recovery effort. The Vantem structure uses proprietary structural insulated 
panel technology which provides the following benefits: rapid construction (temporary 
housing can be erected in 3-4 hours), cost effective, energy efficient (5 times more 
energy efficient than traditional brick and mortar construction), resistant to 
earthquakes and strong winds, resistant to termites and mold, and fire resistant. In 
addition, installing and finishing the imported structures would employ the local labor 
force. 

There are a variety of configurations that can be made with the 10’ x 20’ standard 
units, including single, double, and triple unit configurations. In addition, the steel pile 
foundation system can be easily installed and quickly removed at the designated 
locations provided by the wineries. 

The single Ready-to-Assemble units have a projected cost of $9,776 each (total cost 
CIF to port) which includes a bathroom, kitchenette and air conditioning (Price does 
not include duties, taxes, transportation cost from San Francisco port to installation 
site, site preparation, development costs, and local labor to install). 

Production: We could begin with shipments of up to 600 units in the first month and 
1000 units by the second month. 

The Vantem structural panel technology is a great solution to the housing crisis in the 
North Bay recovery area.
